It is of paramount importance 
that you have a place for everything 
and keep everything in its place. 


Attention to small details in 
manipulation is the sure stepping 
stone to success and will save much 
vexation of spirit. 


Grooved Boxes. 


First.—I suggest that when 
plates are not packed in grooved 
boxes they should be transferred 
to metal grooved boxes, as they 
are less trouble to open in the 
dark, no unwrapping of several 
papers required, thus preventing 
litter and dust. 


Take care in any case after 
filling your dark slides to replace the 
lid or spoilt plates will stare you 
in the face. I had this vividly 
impressed upon my mind in days 
gone by. It is chiefly in contact 
printing this is likely to occur. 


Bottles. 


SrconpLy.—Bottles should be 
dealt with systematically, for here 
lies the comfort of working in 
a red light. Have as few bottles 
as possible, they will accumulate 


fast enough as you progress, but let 


everyone in use. be boldly and 
distinctly labelled and varnished 
over with a waterproof varnish 
which will render them impervious 
to drainings down the sides. Print- 
ed labels can be had very cheaply. 


If money is no object, glass bot- 
tles with raised letters can be 
purchased. (See Advt.) 


Empty Pyro bottles are use- 
ful for storing dry chemicals, as 
empties are always in the way, 
and should either be put to use 
or banished from the dark room.
